day kidnaped two officials of the Palmetto State Bank here, forced them 
to open the bank vault and, taking the officials with them, fled in two 
automobiles with a sum believed to be about $100,000. 


The kidnaped officials. J. Hoyt Carter, president, and J. Fred Stalvey, 


cashier, were released at Lamar, S. C., about 50 miles from here, an hour 
later, unharmed. 


So quietly was the robbery executed that it was carried out entirely 


without excitement and almost without notice.

revolution in Germany has ended, 
but it has molded the form of Ger- 
man life for a thousand years to 
come. 


So spoke Leader-Chancellor Adolf 


Hitler of the Reich today, using his 
trusted deputy, Rudolph Hess, vice- 
chieftain of the Nazi party, as his 
mouthpiece at the formal inaugura- 
tion of the fourth congress of the 
party in Nuremburg's historic Luit- 
pold hall. 


Reads Long Proclamation. 


The youthful, forceful deputy lead- 


er, almost as dynamic a speaker as 
the Fuehrer himself, read to the as- 
sembled faithful a long proclama- 
tion from his chancellor extolling 
the success and permanency of the 
Nazi regime and scoffing at the "for- 
eign enemies" who saw in the 4,000.- 
000 negative vote in the last plebi- 
scite a crumbling of his rule. 


The Nazi Reich, Hitler declared, 


•;has solemnly proclaimed" it harbors 
no thoughts of revenge against its 
former enemies, and is seeking peace 
and friendship with all nations. 


"Deeply" cognizant that any new 


war in Europe will only result in 
communist chaos;" he said, "we have 
done everything possible to improve 
and remove the poisonous atmos- 
phere in our relations with our for- 
mer enemies." 


Do Not Want War. 


The nations of the world them- 


selves do not want war, Hitler said, 
but those who do are a "small clique 
of international agitators who take

will certainly enter into it and it 
looks to me as though the fight be- 
tween the two major parties will go 
on while people go hungry." 


"I am not committed to any form 


of new taxation," said McElwee in 
speaking of the possibilities of the 
special session. 
"By principle I am 


opposed to any new taxes but if it 
means that we must levy new taxes 
to provide food for the unfortunate 
then I will vote for some form of 
taxation. 
As to what form will be 


presented I do not know."

New Taxes Are Big Problem 
For Legislature That 
Will Be Difficult 


When the gavel falls at noon Wed­ 
nesday in Harrisburg, convening the 
special session of the General As­ 
sembly. it will mark a record for 
Hon. William McElwee. Jr.. member 
of the House from the second dis­ 
trict of Lawrence County. 
Since 
his election in 1930 Mr. McElwee has 
attended a session of the General 
Assembly every year and this spec­ 
ial session will m ark his fourth in 
his two term regime. 
As far as Is known no other mem­ 
ber from Lawrence County has such 
a record at least in continuous years. 
Senator George T. W eingartner was 
a member of the House in the spec­ 
ial session of 1906. and a member of 
the Senate in the special session of 
1926-1931-32. giving him four spec­ 
ial sessions but spread over a long 
period of years. 
Predicts Ixmg Session 
Mr. Elwee is not optimistic over a 
short special session. 
“It has all 
the appearances of being 
a 
long 
drawn out fight” said he. 
“Politics 
will certainly enter into it and it 
looks to me as though the fight be­ 
tween the two m ajor parties will go 
on while people go hungry.” 
“I am not committed to any form 
of new taxation,” said McElwee in 
speaking of the possibilities of the 
special session.
